They have published many 
articles which were replete with bitterness 
and irreverent criticism. It is understood 
hero, too,and openly confessed by Mormons, 
that plural marriqges are frequently entered 
into at the endowment houses bore nnd at 
St. George. From all indications I am in- 
clined to the belief that there will bo no pub- 
lic declaration by tba church ; sho will not 
openly and frankly define her position. Those 
who now sit in her high councils will sn- 
oretoly favor polygamy, cautiously conduct 
tho ceremonies and confine them to safe 
persons. Tho church will defend such as 
aro prosecuted, and so glorify tho subjects 
of punishment that tho ignominy of peni-

KNIVES AND FOBKS. 


Wo often laugh nt the Chinese nnd the 


chop-sticks, or small, thin sticks of wood c 
ivory, with which they eat, and fancy the 
raust make very dirty work at their meals 
yet they are cleanly and civilized compare 
with the habits of our ancestors some thre 
hundred years ago. Then forks were un 
known ; each man had his own knife, nnd a 
dinner seized the joint with his hand, an 
cut off what he wished ; tho dish was then 
passed on to the next, who did tho sam. 
The knife then cut up tha portions into 
small pieces, which were put into the mout] 
by the fingers of the hand unoccupied by 
the knife. 


In many parts of Spain, at present, drink 


ing glasses, spoons, and forks, are rarities 
md in taverns in many countries, parlicu 
Inrly in some towns in France, knives nro 
not placed on the table, because it is ex 
peeled that every person has one of his 
own, a custom which the French seem to 
have retained from the old Gauls. 
But as 


no person will any longer eat without folks 
andlords nre obliged to furnish these, to- 
gether with plates and spoons. 


None of the sovereigns of England had 


'orks until the reign of Henry VIII; all 
ligh and low, used their fingers. Hence, in 
he roynl households there was a dignitary 
jailed the ewrar, or ewary, who, with n 
ubordinate, attended nt the meals with 
basins, water, nad , towels.

AN ACT in amendment of Cbapter 184 of Iho 


General Statutes, "Of Certain Fisheries." 


(fused Marcb. 26,187D'> 


It ia enacted by the General Assembly as 


follows: 
SECTION 1. There shall bo between the 


first day of May dud first day of August, 
In each year, « weekly closctime, extending 
from Saturday merniug at sunrise to Mon- 
day morning lit sunrise, during which time 
BO fish of any description shall bo taken by 
weirs, lr«pa or similar contrivances, from 
the waUrs covered by a line drawn from 
Beaconnet Joint lu a westerly course to the 
NirragausoU lower pier, and including all 
the waters above (said lint. If there be any 
weir, trap, or othir stationary contrivances, 
nied for the purpose of catching or obstruct- 
ing the passage of Dili in that part thereof, 
where the Ugh ar« usually taken, the netting 
at the mouth of the eame shall be floated 
to the surface of the water so as to effect- 
ully close the mould thereof during the 
weekly cloaetime ; so that during said time 
the fish may have s free, unobstructed pas- 
•age, and no device shall be placed in any 
part of Bsid limits which shall tend to hin- 
der Buoh fish from running up the waters 
ef such river. In case the enclosure where 
the, fish are taken is furnished with a board 
floor, an opining three feet wide shall be 
made, extended from th» floor to the top of 
the weir, trap or other contrivances ; pro- 
vided, however that nothing heroin shall be 
to construed as to apply to the shad and 
herring fisheries in the tributaries of Kar- 
rngaBiett Bay. 


Szo. 2. Tho Commissioners of Inland 


ElaheruB shall have a general supervision of 
all matters relating to the subject contained 
In the first lection of this act, and may make 
all needful regulations to carry ont tlie pro- 
visions described in said section, and shall 
from time to time, eitunine all the weirs, 
traps, or other contrivances, with a view of 
carrying out such .regulations as are most 
beneficial to the people of the State, and 
shall prosecute for tbo violation of such 
regulations. They may cooperate with the 
Fiih Commissioners of other States, and 
•hall make an annual report to the General 
Asiembly of their doings, with such faotn 
tnd suggestions in relation to the object for 
which they are appointed, us they may deem 
proper.

be determined by the Town Council of the 
town wherein such deposit may be made ;" 
ao that said section shall read as follows: 


"BEOTIOH 1. 
Every person who shall 


throw into or deposit in, or cause to be 
thrown into or to be deposited in, any 
of the publio tide waters of this State, 
or 
npon the shores of any such tide 


waters, any fish offal, or any water impreg- 
nated with fish, unless the same be filtered 
in such manner as may be determined by 
the Town Oonnoil of the town wherein such 
deposit may be; and every person who shall 
cause any deleterious substance resulting 
from the smelting or manufacture of copper, 
or from other manufactures, or from other 
lonrces, which is destructive to fish, or 
which repels them from coining into the 
said pnblio waters, or which shall do any- 
thing which tends to drive them therefrom, 
to be emptied, deposited or run into the said 
publio waters, shall 
forfeit one hundred 


dollars."
